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NOTES AND NEWS. 

'rm- Pi.A I K accoiiipanying the present nuinl^er of ‘I'he Auk' illustrates 
two species of Screech Owl from Mexico, described by Mr. William 
Brewster in ‘The Ank’ for January, i88S ("Vol. \\ pp. 87, 88), and now for 
the first time ligured. Both species are based on specimens collected by 
Mr. R. R. McLeod in the Province of Chihuahua. 

Dr. John I. Xorthrop, an Associate Member of the A. O. U., and a 
Bellow in (ieology at the School of Mines, Columbia College, died June 
26, 1891, at the age of twenty-nine years. Ills tragic ending was pecu¬ 
liarly sad, his death resulting from burns caused by an explosion of alcohol 
in the cellar of the School of Mines on the day preceding his death. Di. 
Xorthrop was born in New York City, < )ct. 12, iS6r. lie received his 
early education at the Columbia Grammar School, whence he entered the 
Columbia College School of Mines in 18S0, graduating in 18S4 with the 
degree of a Mining Engineer, and in 1SS7, after a further course of stiuly, 
received the degree of Doctor of Philosophy. He then, as Fellow in 
Geology at the School of Mines, became Assistant to Prof. J. S. Xewberrv. 
His special line of study, however, was in the line of Zoiilogy, and he 
had recently received leave of absence from his college duties to i)ursue 
a sj^ecial course of study abroad with a view to promotion to a higher 
|)Osition, which had already been otfei'ed hiiu. 

About a year preceding his death he married Miss Rich of the Normal 
School of New York City, and their wedding trij) was a visit to the Bahamas 
to collect and study the fauna and flora of these islands. Both also at¬ 
tended the A. O. U. meeting held last year in \\hashington. Dr. Nor- 
throp's paper on the birds of Andros Island, read before the Union and 
afterwards published in ‘The Auk’ (\^ol. ^T 11 , jip. 64-So, with a colored 
plate of Icierus Noi'fkropi), being one of the incidental results of the 
trip. He also read, in October, 1S90, a jiapcr before the New York Acad¬ 
emy of Sciences on the Geology of Andros Island (Trans. N. Y. Acad. 
Sci., X, pp. 4--3)- had in manuscript at the time of his death several 
extended jiapers on the invertebrates of the Bahamas, to which he gave 
special attention. Dr. Northrop gave jn'ornise of eminence in his chosen 
tield, and his bright jn'ospects render his untimely death exceptionally 
sad, and a severe shock to his many scientilic and other friends to whom 
he had personally endeared himself. 

August von Pelzkln, an Honorary Member of the A. O. U., died at 
Vienna, Sept. 2, 1S91, at the age of 67 years. A notice of the life and 
works of this long-eminent German ornithologist is necessarily deferred 
till a later number of ‘The Auk.’ 

'I'liK Ninth Congress of the American Ornithologists’ Union will 
be held at t.he American Museum of Natural History, New A'ork City. 
November 17-19, 1S91. It is hoped that the regular increase in attendance 
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of both Active niul Associate Members shown at previous meetini^s will be 
sustained at the present reunion. ’’I'lie time de^■otet^ to routine business will 
be reduced to the minimum, and the presentation and discussion of scien¬ 
tific papers be made tlie object of the meetint^. It is requested that all mem¬ 
bers havini^ })apers to iiresent send the titles of the same to the Secretary, 
Mr. John 11 . Sage, Portland, Conn., at least one week jirior to the date on 
which the Congress convenes. This will jiermit of the proper arrangement 
of subjects and preparation of a programme, a plan which has proved to 
be of great utility and convenience. 

Special features of the meeting Nvill be an exhibition of the original 
drawings made by AVolf to illustrate Mr. Elliot’s >^umptuous ornithological 
works, and a stereopticon exhibition of lantern slides portraying living 
birds. The co-operation of members in adding to the success of this last- 
named exhibit is earnestly requested. Should any member iiaving such 
slides be unable to attend the meeting, he will confer a favor by forward¬ 
ing them, with an explanation of their character, or the manner in which 
the pictures were taken, to the President, Mr. D. G. kdliot, American Mus¬ 
eum of Natural History, New York City. They will be promi>tly returned 
at the close ot'the session. 

The Second International Ornithological Congress, held at Budapest, 
May 17--7, 1891, was attended by about two hundred ornithologists, 
mostly from Germany, Austria, and Hungary. England had two rejire- 
sentatives and America two, the latter being Dr. Artluir P. Chadbourne 
and Dr. Louis 11. Pishop, Dr. Chadbourne being the accredited delegate 
of the A. O. U. to the Congress. 

The work of the Congress was divided into four sections: (1) Syste¬ 
matic Ornithology and Avian x\natomy ; (2) Avi-Cieography and Migra¬ 
tion : (3) Biology and Oology ; (4) Economic Ornithology. The special 
reports and communications to the difterent sections will soon be pub¬ 
lished, a number of them ha\ ing :ilready appeared. 

A Code of Rules for Zoological Nomenclature, essentially based on the 
A. O. U. Code of 1886, caused considerable discussion, but was finally 
adopted, and henceforth “a local race which differs so much in color, 
form, or proportions, that it cannot be surely identified without material 
for comparison or a knowledge of the locality where the specimen was 
found, will not be described as a species under a binomial name, but as a 
subspecies, by the addition of a third name to that of the species from 
which it was derived.” The abbreviation *‘var.' is only to be used foi' 
‘freaks,’ while dnonstr,' (monstrosity) will be used to indicate malforma- 
j^ion in structure. 

After adjournment the Hungarian Committee arranged several ex¬ 
tended excursions to enable those who coukl do so to see the most char¬ 
acteristic and interesting local fauniv. 

Little, Brown, and Company. Boston, are about to jiublish a popular 
handbook of the ornithology of the Ihiited States and Canada, by Mr. 
Montague Chamberlain, based on Nuttall’s well-known ‘Manual.’ It will 
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form two ocUivo voliiinos, with colored frontisj)icccs and numerous illus¬ 
trations in the text. The publishers’ announcement states that it will re¬ 
tain everything of value in the original work, including all of NuttalFs 
tlelightful descriptions ofbird-life, only the obsolete or erroneous portions 
being omitted. It will include also an account of all of the species and 
subspecies described since Xiittall wrote, bringing the general subject 
down to date, not only in this respect, but as regards nomenclature and 
tlescriptions, all of the latter being rewritten by Mr. Chamberlain, in 
simple, well-known and untechnical terms. The specimen pages before 
ns give promise of a ver^' attractive and useful handbook, filling a place 
of late unoccupied by any work of similar scope. 

Mr. P. L. Jouy, so well known for his ornithological work in Jaj^an, 
sailed on October i for Mexico, to collect birds and mammals for the IP S. 
National Museum, llis special field for the present will be in the I’rovince 
of San Luis Potosi, which, so far as thorough field work is concerned, is 
practically new and very inviting ground. The results of Mr. Joiiy’s 
labors will hence be anticipated with interest. 

Dr. G. Bauk, of Clark University, Worcester, Mass., and Mr. C. ]. 
Adams of Champaign, Ill., have just returned from a three months’ ex¬ 
ploration of the fauna and fiora of the Galapagos Islands, On reaching 
Chatham Island — the only one of the group that can be said to be inhab¬ 
ited— a sloop was chartered and each of the islands visited. Special 
attention was given to the bird life, resulting in a collection of some 600 
bird skins and numerous specimens in spirits. Among the species secured 
is a good series of the rare Creagrus farcatus, and several others not 
hitherto known from the Galapagos, The collection cannot fail to throw 
much light upon the ornithology of this peculiarly interesting group 
of islands.
